The Merchants Bank Shocking Accident 


wiig ae count Dead Near 


the Driard Corner. 


—_—a— ‘ 


The citizens of Wetaskiwin were 
horrified on Tuesday morning to learn 
that a man was found dead in the gut- 
ter at the corner of the Driard Hotel, 
Upon inyestixation it was found that 
the deceased was Nils Berg, who had 
been foreman for Anderson&Lindberg, 
railway contractors, and had just ar- 
rivedin town Monday evening from 
the country in company wjth his em- 
ployers. He had been avin thine ming 
the evening, but those who “Pave 
evidence at the inquestZdid not cén-. 
sider him intoxicated. He went te 
bed on the third storey of the Driard 
Hotel ata reasonable hour, and was 
peaceably sleeping at une o’clock, 
when his employer, Mr, Anderson, re- 
tiredin the same room. Thenext heard 
of deceased was about 445 Tuesday 
morning when J. 8. Robertson, the 
night constable, found him lying in 
the gutter. Upon investigation the 
constable discovered that the head 
Was badly wounded and that blood 
| had profusely flown from the nose and 
ears, a large pool being close the body. 
The right side of the head from the 
eye to the ear was badly brused, and 
the right ear was lacerated. Later it 
was found that the skull had been 
fractured and the left arm broken. 

The Coroner was at once summoned, 
and au inquest was held. The follow- 
ing was the jury:—Messrs Sam Bethe? 
John Ryan, W. H, Christie, Andrew 
Jeyne, Dr. Caesar and V. C, French, 
(foreman.) 

Evi i :nce was taken from a number 
of witnesses who had been with de- 
ceased the previous eyening, and also 
from Messrs Anderson and Lindberg, 
who were sleeping in the room with 
him aad also from the constables, 
This evidence went to show that he 
had retired early, but being accustom- 
ed to tent life he did not get into bed 
in the usual way but had lain uponjthe 
top of the bed with his clothes on. He 
was in the habit of moving about in 
the night. During the past summer 
he had slept in a small tent, and would 
stoop down and crawl out of the tent 
at any hour of the night. It was 
supposed he got up early Tuesday 
morning iu a dazed condition, went to 
the curtains and thinking it was the 
exit of his tent, crawled out of the 
window which wa: te open all night,
